T HE Council has 

given the go-ahead 
for a ‘masterplan’ 
for Hackney Wick 
that will help guide future 
development, while 


protecting the character 
and architecture of 
the area. 

It was adopted 
following widespread 
public consultation, and 
proposes improvements 
to the Hackney Wick 
Overground station; a 
‘hub’ around the station 
that could include 


restaurants, cafes and 
shops; better walking 
and cycling connections; 
and two new bridges 
to provide access to the 
Olympic Park. 

The masterplan 
recognises the 
contribution of the 
creative and cultural 
industries in the area 


and supports their 
development and 
retention, while setting 
out development 
opportunities for 
local employment and 
enterprise.

Real cost of ban 
on Council papers 


THE Government this week announced plans to ban Council newspapers 
like Hackney Today, a move which could cost residents hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in higher taxes or lost services. The Government’s 
plan will limit the Council communicating with all its residents to only four 
times a year, and there will be stricter rules about when we can do so, and 
what we can say. 

Hackney Today has sometimes raised questions from residents, particularly 
about how much it costs the Council and therefore taxpayers to produce, 
and if scrapping it would save money. The truth of the matter, however, is 
that Hackney Today is the most cost effective way of communicating with 
local people. The Council is required by long-standing planning and other 
laws to publish as many as 1 ,500 public notices a year in a regular, local, 
printed newspaper. Without Hackney Today, the Council may have no 
other option than to hand over large sums of your money to other costlier 
publications to print our statutory planning and transport notices. 

Figures show that this change will cost the taxpayers of this borough 
several hundred thousand pounds extra a year which will have to be found 
from Council Tax or savings in Council services. The Government will not 
be giving us money for this extra cost, instead they have warned councils 
to expect cuts in Government grant of a quarter over the coming years. 

Using Hackney Today also means that we don’t have to spend thousands 
of pounds on leaflets every time we need to tell you about a service change. 
A good example is when a change is planned to a controlled parking zone 
at the request of residents. While door-to-door consultation will continue 
with the directly affected households, people from elsewhere across the 
borough will no longer automatically receive information on the proposal, or 
the decision. 

Between the community news stories in Hackney Today, there are many 
notices about vital services from the Council, Hackney Homes on housing 
issues, the NHS about health services, the Learning Trust on education, 
and from the police and many other local organisations. Their nature and 
number mean that no one could expect a regular local newspaper to be 
interested in carrying them as news stories - but the information will be 
vital to numerous people and so they need to be published by someone. 

The Government says that eventually they will change the law again to 
require that councils need only place information and statutory notices on 
the internet. However, in a borough like Hackney, this often means that the 
most vulnerable residents will be excluded as many people cannot easily 
get online. A recent survey showed that out of our 5,000 adult social care 
service users, including elderly and disabled people, only four per cent of 
them had access to the internet. Many of these people rely on the Council 
distributing information on community services for free, and direct to them 
through their door. 

I am very concerned that the Government’s proposals will mean we are 
forced into spending extra money at a time when frontline services need 
it most, and that you, our residents will have less access to information.

I N the charity Headway 
East London’s peaceful 
garden, beside the 
Kingsland Road stretch 
of Regent’s Canal, Matt 
McStravick sits relaxed and 
content. 

“It wasn’t a ‘road to 
Damascus’ experience, I 
think it’s fairly common 
for people who’ve almost 
died,” he says. 

Two years ago, the then 
music artist manager was 
found, with his bike, by the 
roadside bleeding from his 
ear; the victim of a mystery 
cycling accident. 

“I’ve no memory of 
it, there was no CCTV 
footage, and no evidence,” 
he says. The hospital later 
discovered he had suffered 
two brain haemorrhages. 

“I had short-term 


memory loss for 12 days 
and was speaking this 
strange language, kind 
of like Esperanto. And I 
escaped from the Royal 
London and Homerton 
hospitals a few times; it was 
pretty crazy, once I even 
made it home,” he recalls, 
admitting he was still ill at 
the time. 

“After 12 days, I rapidly 
improved, but had to 
relearn a lot of language. I 
remember calling someone 
saying ‘I’m having a 
problem with that thing 
on the side of my head’. 
They said ‘what, ear?’ I 
said, ‘yeah, that’s it, ‘ear’,” 
explains Matt. 

A family member pointed 
him to Headway East 
London, a charity that 
provides support for people 
with brain injuries sustained 
in incidents such as strokes 
or major accidents, as well 
as offering help for their 
families and carers. 


“It took me a few months 
to feel comfortable that 
my faculties were working 
again. I’ve still got a little 
short-term memory loss, 
but I just write more lists 
and wing it less,” he says. 

Fairly early on into 
his recovery, Matt felt a 
new career was needed: 
‘priorities shifted’ due 
to a new sense of the 
temporality of life, and 
feeling ‘you should spend 
it doing something you 
believe in’. 

To test out the parameters 
of his brain, Matt began 
volunteering at Headway, 
getting to know others 


with brain injuries. He 
also began thinking about 
the national campaign 
TimeBank. Each member 
of which gives an hour of 
their time to volunteering 
and in return another 
member helps them out. 

So a resident could offer 
language tuition, or help 
the less mobile with their 
shopping; there’s even 
a beekeeping class in 
Hackney. Such has been 
its success, Matt secured 
funding to extend the 
programme, creating a job 
for himself in the process. 

He says: “We’ve signed 
up the Areola theatre as a

member. They needed some 
front-of-house help, taking 
tickets on the door, flyering 
on the way out. In return 
we receive theatre tickets: 
an hour for an hour. Other 
businesses may contribute 
an office space and in return 
they may get a handyman.” 

In particular, he spotted 
the potential benefits for 
people with brain injuries. 

He says: “There are a lot 
of people at Headway with 
skills that aren’t being used 
as much as they could. We 
have someone who has 
passed his accountancy 
exams - post-brain injury 
- and can give advice on 
book-keeping and tax 
returns. Rather than going 
straight back into paid 
employment, TimeBank is a 
way to test out abilities and 
improve confidence. ” 

However, Matt is keen 
to add it’s not a vocational 
programme, saying: “It’s 
about passing each other 


in the street after having 
a small exchange, maybe 
a bike fix, and someone 
saying ‘how’s the bike?’ 

“It’s those small points of 
contacts in the community 
that are sorely lacking and 
that TimeBank can boost.” 

With the current 
financial challenges, are 
such movements a viable 
alternative to monetary 
exchanges? Matt says: “I 
don’t see it replacing our 
fiscal economy.” 

Adding: “But I do think 
some aspects of life aren’t 
valued because they fall 
outside that economy. 
Aspects like befriending. 
These are vital to society 
and I do believe in society 
flourishing.”

Q: What happens to all the materials I put out to be 
recycled every week and what are they made into? 


A: Materials that residents 
put in their Green Box 
for recycling are sent to 
various places around 
the UK where they are 
processed and reused. 

For example, batteries are 
taken to G&P Batteries, 
based in Staffordshire, who specialise in recycling 
and processing both lead and non-lead acid batteries. 
Cardboard and cartons are taken to Edwards Recycling 
in Essex, from where they are sent to UK-based mills for 
reprocessing into cardboard and board products. 

Clothing, shoes and textiles are sent to LM Barry in Canning 
Town, where they are sorted into two streams: one for 
charity, and the other to make felt, wadding and dusters. 
Paper is taken to Aylesford Newsprint in Kent, where it is 
turned into paper for newspapers across Europe.

The survey was part of

Keeping in mind 

MISCONCEPTIONS about mental illness was a key theme 
of this year’s East London NHS Foundation Trust’s annual 
general meeting. 

As part of an anti-stigma campaign, keynote speaker Matt 
Fossey from charity Mind spoke to 1 00 attendees about 
how people can make negative judgements about mental 
health issues, even if they affect colleagues, acquaintances, 
neighbours or friends.

Road in 1866, next door to 
the waterproof cloth factory 
of George Spill & Co. The 
cloth had previously been 
coated with rubber, but 
now Parkesine was to be 
used instead. However, 
Parkes didn’t realise that 
his new invention required 
a long ‘seasoning’ process, 
without which, items would 
warp or shrink. He also 
used dirty cotton waste 
that left impurities in the 
finished product. 

After two years the 
company folded, and 
Parkes lost interest in 
plastics, but his assistant 
was determined to 


continue. Daniel Spill, 
brother of George Spill, 
took over Parkes’ factory 
and the Xylonite Company 
was registered in 1869. 

This business also failed 
and was closed in 1874, 
but Spill didn’t give up. He 
moved to nos.122 and 124 
(now nos. 1 80 and 1 82) 
Homerton High Street, 
where he opened his Ivoride 
Works. The main product 
was knife handles, along 
with tubes for insulating 
electric cables, and small 
items of jewellery. 

In 1876, Levi Parsons 
Merriam leased 122 
Homerton High Street from 
Spill to make imitation 
coral jewellery from 
Xylonite, but demand 
was not high enough, 
so he turned instead 
to making combs 
in a shed in the 
garden of no. 122. 

Both Merriam 
and Spill were 
soon in financial 
difficulties and 
the two companies 
finally merged in 
1879. 


In 1883, the High Street 
premises were declared 
unsafe. Merriam used his 
own money to prop up 
the buildings as well as 
the company. Luckily, in 
1885 came a deal with the 
Impermeable Collar and 
Cuff Company of Bower 
Road to supply cotton 
laminated with Xylonite. 

But in June 1885, fire 
ripped through the acid 
shop. It was agreed that 
a new site was needed to 
manufacture what was a 
highly flammable product, 
plus more factory space 
was required. Xylonite was 
now made at Brantham in 
Suffolk, and sent back to 
Homerton to be moulded 
into specific products. 

There was a serious fire 
at Homerton in August 
1 894, and the next year yet 
another, smaller, fire broke 
out. A farm at Hale End,

Walthamstow, was bought 
in 1896, and in 1897 the 
Homerton works were sold. 

Today Xylonite has all 
but disappeared, used only 
for making table tennis 
balls and guitar picks. The 
Homerton works, once the 
only plastic factory in the 
world, have gone too. The 
British Xylonite Company 
was eventually incorporated 
into BXL Plastics Ltd., 
which in turn became part 
of British Industrial Plastics, 
now BIP (Oldbury) Ltd, 
which kindly permitted the 
reproduction here of items 
held on deposit at 
Hackney Archives. 


H IDDEN away in 
Hackney Wick’s 
Wallis Road is a 
group of industrial 
buildings dating from the 
mid- 19th century, which 
played a significant role in 
the development of plastic. 

The first man-made 
plastic was invented by 
Alexander Parkes in the 
1850s. He called the 
product Parkesine, and 
made it from cellulose 
nitrate: wood, rags, or 
paper dissolved in nitric 
acid then mixed with a 
solvent to make a soft mass 
that kept its shape when 
hardened. Parkes 
envisaged his 
plastic being 
used instead of 
expensive ivory 
and tortoiseshell to 
make ‘medallions, 
salvers, hollow ware, 
tubes, buttons, combs, 
knife handles. . . etc.’ 

The Parkesine Company 
was established in Wallis

Are you and your van in the zone? 


EXTRA time has been 
provided for larger 
van and minibus 
owners to get 
their vehicles 
in line with 
London’s 
Low 
Emission 
Zone (LEZ). 


Drivers of medium to 
larger vans and other 
specialist vehicles, now 
have until January 2012 
to adapt them to meet a 
low pollution standard, in 
order to drive for free in the 
zone. Vehicles that don’t 
comply currently pay £200 
per day to enter the zone. 


The aim of the scheme, 
said Transport for London, 
is to improve the capital’s 
air quality by deterring the 
most polluting vehicles - 
older diesel engine lorries, 
buses and coaches - from 
driving into the zone. Cars 
and motorcycles are 
not affected. 


Spreading across most

Which way now? 

IF you live, work or 
regularly visit Stoke 
Newington, then the 
Council wants to hear 
your views about traffic 
and road safety. 

A consultation has been 
launched on the impact 
of the one-way traffic 
system and the level of 
support for measures that 
could improve traffic or 
road safety conditions for 
people walking, cycling or 
driving in the area. 

The consultation will help 
the Council come up with 
a range of potential new 
measures for the gyratory; 
the results will also be 
fed back to Transport 
for London (TfL), which 
is responsible for the 
gyratory system.
